SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  THE  School  Board  of  Greenfield: 

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  my  annual 
report  on  the  condition  of  your  schools. 

Teachers 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  last  June,  Miss  Sanborn,  who 
had  served  the  district  very  acceptably  as  teacher  of  the  gram- 
mar school  for  three  years,  resigned  her  position  to  accept  an- 
other in  a  neighboring  town,  and  after  careful  search  Miss 
Alice  Naylon,  of  Reed's  Ferry,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
After  about  six  weeks  of  service  she  had  the  offer  of  a  position 
in  the  Manchester  schools  at  a  considerable  increase  in  salary, 
and,  after  careful  consideration,  it  was  decided  to  release  her 
from  her  contract  in  order  to  enable  her  to  take  advantage  of 
this  opportunity.  Miss  Kate  A.  Brooks,  of  Antrim,  was  se- 
cured to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  primary  teacher  remains  the  same. 
Both  teachers  are  doing  excellent  work,  and  the  spirit  of  co- 
operation in  both  schools  is  good. 

General  Work 

I  am  quite  sure  that  the  work  being  done  in  the  schools  of 
Greenfield  will  compare  favorably  in  thoroughness  and  efficiency 
with  that  done  in  any  other  community.  It  has  become  quite 
the  fashion  in  many  communities  to  criticize  the  work  of  the 
schools,  suggesting  that  they  are  neglecting  the  so  called  fun- 
damental subjects,  and  putting  too  much  time  on  other  things. 
These  criticisms,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  are  not  substantiated 
by  any  proof  but  are  of  the  nature  of  all  such  general  criticism. 
They  are  easily  made,  and  do  not  require  any  great  arnount  of 
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knowledge  of  the  real  work  of  the  schools.  In  fact,  the  less  we 
know  of  the  actual  workings  of  any  organization  the  more 
certain  are  we  that  we  can  qualify  as  competent  critics  of  that 
organization. 

Whatever  may  be  true  elsewhere  I  am  quite  sure  that  in  the 
schools  of  Greenfield  we  are  putting  an  adequate  amount  of 
time  on  the  fundamental  subjects,  while,  at  the  same  time,  we 
are  giving  proper  attention  to  some  of  the  newer  phases  of 
education  that  have  come  into  the  curriculum  within  recent 
years. 

The  matter  of  spelling  has  been  receiving  increased  attention. 
While  improvement  is  still  possible  and  probably  always  will 
be  I  feel  confident  that  we  are  increasing  the  ability  of  the 
children  in  this  subject. 

In  January  a  test  in  spelling  was  given  to  all  the  schools  in 
this  supervisory  union,  fifty  words  being  given  to  each  grade 
chosen  from  the  words  each  grade  had  studied  since  September. 
As  the  grade  list  of  words  in  all  the  schools  in  the  sam.e  a  com- 
parison could  be  made.  The  rank  of  the  Greenfield  schools  was 
very  acceptable. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  winter  the  State  Department 
sent  out  tests  in  spelling  and  arithm.etic  to  be  given  to  all 
eighth  grade  pupils  in  the  state.  In  spelling  our  eighth  grade 
sur'piissed  by  a  little  the  general  average' over  the  state.  The 
arithmetic  test  was  the  same  one  that  was  given  to  a  group  of 
ninth  grade  children  in  Springfield  in  1846.  The  ninth  grade 
would  correspond  in  our  system  to  the  first  year  in  High  School. 
This  test  was  given  to  all  eighth  grades  this  year  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  class  in  Springfield  in  1846  attained  an  average  of 
29%.  Our  eighth  grade  average  was  nearly  twice  as  much. 
Certainly  arithmetic  is  being  as  well  taught  in  Greenfield  in 
1924  as  it  was  in  Springfield  in  1846. 

Emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  writing  especially  in  the  lower 
grades.  Improvement  is  noticeable  in  many  individual  cases 
in  legibility  and  ease  of  movement.  However,  we  are  looking 
for  still  greater  improvement  as  a  whole.  As  an  aid  to  this 
end  I  would  suggest  the  adoption  of  a  definite  system  of  in- 
struction in  writing.  The  one  recently  adopted  in  four  of 
the  towns  of  this  union  is  proving  very  satisfactory  and 
I  would  suggest  that  it  be  adopted  in  Greenfield  also.  This  is 
the  Houston  system,  the  one  used  in  the  Normal  Schools  in 
New  Hampshire.  The  aim  of  this  system  is  to  develop  a  plain, 
free,  legible  style  of  penmanship  which  can  be  acquired  by  all 
children. 
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Reading  is  being  continued  in  all  the  grades  with  special 
emphasis  upon  silent  reading.  Many  children  can  read  words 
but  do  not  get  the  thought  of  what  they  read.  As  the  main 
purpose  of  reading  is  to  acquire  thought  children  who  are  un- 
able to  do  this  are  handicapped  in  all  their  school  work.  The 
purpose  of  the  systematic  teaching  of  silent  reading  is  to  correct 
this  evil. 


Repairs 

The  school  building  and  equipment  at  present  is  quite  satis- 
factory. The  rooms  are  comfortable,  well  lighted  and  attrac- 
tive. Attention,  however,  should  be  given  to  the  matter  of 
toilet  facilities.  Mention  was  made  of  this  in  my  report  two 
years  ago,  the  conditions  that  existed  then  remaining  true  at 
the  present  time.  The  girls  toilet  could  be  greatly  improved 
by  erecting  a  covered  passageway  from  the  basement  to  the  en- 
trance to  the  toilet.  In  this  way  exposure  to  all  kinds  of  weather 
could  be  avoided.  Similarly,  it  would  be  possible  to  cut  a  door 
from  the  vacant  room  in  the  basement  and  a  covered  passage- 
way constructed  from  this  door  to  the  boys'  toilet.  As  it  is  at 
present  the  boys  have  to  go  out  of  doors  and  nearly  half  way 
around  the  building  to  reach  their  toilet,  which,  to  say  the  least, 
is  not  pleasant  in  stormy  and  slushy  weather.  The  toilets  them- 
selves need  some  repairing,  and  the  vaults  should  be  so  remodeled 
that  they  could  be  easily  and  frequently  cleaned,  or,  if  it  were 
thought  best,  chemical  toilets  could  be  installed.  On  the  whole, 
however,  all  things  considered,  good  dry  toilets,  so  constructed 
as  to  make  frequent  cleaning  practicable,  and  properly  screened 
would  be  fully  as  satisfactory  as  the  chemical  toilets.  In  mak- 
ing up  the  appropriations  for  the  coming  year  I  hope  this  matter 
will   be  carefully   considered. 


Attendance 

From  the  statistical  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number 
of  children  registered  last  year  was  70,  the  average  member- 
ship was  65.1,  the  average  attendance  59.1.  The  per  cent  of 
attendance  for  the  year  was  90.7,  not  quite  up  to  the  state 
average  which  was  93.4%.  While  the  attendance  is  not  yet  up 
to  what  it  ought  to  be  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  it  has  steadily 
improved  since  1920,  when  the  per  cent  was  86.4.  The  number 
of  tardiness  during  that  year  also,  was  148  while  the  year  closing 
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last.  June  the  number  was  only  48,  a  very  material  reduction. 
The  average  number  of  days  school  Avas  in  session  increased 
53^  over  1920,  a  little  over  a  week. 

Anna  Swinington  is  the  only  name  to  appear  on  the  register 
without  an  absent  or  tardy  mark  against  it  for  the  entire  year. 
Chester  Russell  had  only  one  half  days  absence  against  him. 

Health 

The  following  is  the  result  of  the  health  examination  as  con- 
ducted last  June  and  reported  by  the  examiner. 

Malnutrition  1 

Defective  hearing  3 

Defective  teeth  34 

Enlarged  tonsils  10 

Adenoids  10 

In  view  of  the  dental  clinic  held  in  Greenfield  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  33  cases  of  defective  teeth  were  reported  as  having 
received  treatment  since  the  examination  of  the  year  before. 
Two  cases  each  of  adenoids  and  enlarged  tonsils  were  reported 
as  having  received  treatment. 

In  closing  may  I  express  my  appreciation  to  all  who  by  their 
interest  and  cooperation  have  helped  to  make  the  work  of  the 
schools  a  success.
